Stomach Upsets

You kyow it’s very funny— 
maybe not so funhy. as it is 
coincidental that it’s always 
ground the festive hol!‘ay sea- 
son that veterinary clinics are 
busiest with gastrointestinal 

ts in their, caniné patients. 
Fe ourse, anything may. be 
found in the vomitus or u 
X-ray—from tinsel <% the Ct rist- 
mas tree to turkey bones from 
the piece de resistance «of the 
dinner table. Sometimes rem- 
nant of a complete seven course 
dinner is in evidence, right from 
the slirimp shells through the 
nuts. 

Veterinarians ‘realise that it 
is only human to _ provide 
snacks from a. sumptuous meal 
to your pet, or to allow your din- 
ner guests to share the hors 
d’oeuvre with your dog. This 
in itself is not harmful, but care 
and judiciousness raust be used 
in deciding what to allow him to 
have as well as cautioning 
guests as to what you limit your 
animals’ snacks to. 

_ Around this time of vear nuts 
of dozens of varieties are mostly 
incriminated, Some dogs can 
ingest these with impunity 
while most cannot. Kernel corn; 
popcorn, and sharply spiced or

A man dressed in an ancient 
costume and beating tsuzumi or 
Japanese hand. drum, comes 
Singing to each house door to 
bring good luck at New Yeas’s, 
He is calied manzai (10,000 
years), and his song and music 
add much to the joy of the sea- 
son. Manzai comes from Mikawa 
and other rural districts to earn 
some extra money during the 
season. Most of them are hie 
ers but-trained to act as ‘man- 
zai. 

Manzai originated in an an- 
cient court custom, On New 
Year's "Day, men and women 
with singing and dancing ability 
were called to the court to sing 
felicitous songs while dancirg. 

The song manzai. sing differs 
according to districts from 
where they come.

“I-am very happy to be in 
Okinawa again and see condi- 


. tions here first hand. 


“The suffering and heavy dam- 
the typhoons 
this fall have been of deep and 
continuing concern to me. I 
have directed Lt. Gen. Moore, 
your deputy governor, to assist 
in every way Vossible the neces- 
sary repair and reconstruction 
and to expedite the delivery of 
assistance from the Red Cross 
and all other sources to the 
At my re 
the United States has 
already made availabie two mil- 
lion dollars as the first incre 
ment of a larger program of 
emergency aid to Okinawa. 
These disaster relief funds are 
to be used to restore public. fa- 
cilities, such as schools, sea 
walls, buildings and communi- 
cations as rapidly as. posstble. 
These funds will also be used to 
assist local communities in the 
development of a new housing 
program which will to sume 
degree, alleviate the acute short- 
age of suitable :-housing which 
was seriously aggravated by the 
typhoon. Thus, the misfortune 
of the typhoons may ultimately 
result in important improve- 
ments in the living conditions in 
these islands... These steps by 
the United States Government 
are @ concrete expression of the 
close. friendship between the 
American and Ryukyuan peo 
ples. 

“I know that vou are all deep- 
ly interested in our plans for 
resolving our land = probiems 
here in the Ryukyu Islands. As 
you are aware, in August I 
wrote to the former chief ex- 
ecutive, Shuhei Higa, whose un- 
timely -passing we all regret 
most deeply, informing him that 
studies were underway leading 
to the development of broad 
policies for the constructive so- 
lution of the’ land problem, I! 


aiso Said that this problem 
should be settled directly and 
equitably between the United 


States Civil Administration and 
the Rvukyuan iandowners af- 
fected, with appropriate assist- 
ance on the part of the Govern- 
ment of the -Ryukyu Islands. 
Today I want to discuss this 
subject further and to lay be- 
fore you certain important fea- 
tures of the United States Gov- 
ernment’s program. 


“The fate of war brought the 
United States to the Ryukyus, 
where in Okinawa one of the 


bloodiest battles in history of: 


the world was fought. Since 
that time peace has settled in 
the islands, but the peace in 
‘islands, unfortunately, 
rest 
of the world. In order to main- 
tain peace in this part of the 
world, it is necessary for the 
United States to stay in the 
Ryukyus during this .period of 
tension and uncertainty which 
prevails in the Far East. The 
United States has no territorial 
ambitions nor does it seek eco- 


munist actions has compelled us 
to. take elementary . military 
precautions of a defensive na- 
ture, including provision for 
the security of the Ryukyu Is- 
lands and the free world na- 
tions of the Western Pacific. 


“The United States Govern- 
ment has no “esire to deprive 
a single citizen of the Ryukyus 
of the use of his land, and we 
have been forced to do so only 
because of hard necessity, We 


recognize our obligation to pay 


fair rents,. and only this year 
we increased our rental rates 
on farm land by approximately 
three times. Furthermore, we 
have provided both employment 
and economic aid .for many 
thousands of Ryukyuans. United 
States expenditures here will, 
during the period July 1, 1956 
through June 30, 1957, provide 
approximately $55 million or 37 
per cent of the expected nation- 


‘ al income of the Ryukyu Islands. 


Also since 1947 the United 
States has provided more than 
$200,000,000 .for relief and 
economic assistance to. the 
Ryukyuan people. a 

“Now we are prepared to go 
further to solve some of our 
muti@al problems. As a first 
step, I have directed a com- 
prehensive review of all mili- 
tary requirements for land in 
the Ryukyus, with a view to 
reducing our existing require- 
ments wherever possible and of 
limiting new acquisition to the 
absolute minimum. 
mining minimum requirements, 
we have used the most austere 
standards, 
we would use anywhere else in 
the world, even to the extent 
of restricting our military 
operations. As a result of this 
review, we have found on the 
one hand that it may be pos- 
sible. in the near future to re 
lease. substantial amounts of 
land,. but on the other hand we 
have also determined that some 
additional land will have to be 
acquired for military purposes. 
I would like to tell you, as.one 


- @Xample, that plans to acquire 


additional land to build an air- 
strip on Miyako Island have 


‘been cancelled, in spite of the 


fact that such an airstrip would 
be of great military value to the 
security of the Free World. 


“I can tell you that the 


United States has decided not

The time when we can rélease 
it depends iargely upon the oc - 
currence of.a significant easing 
of those international tensions 
and pressures which give rise 
to our land requirement. 


“I have further directed a 
thorough review of our apprais- 
ais of the value of land, with 
particular relcrence to the re 
lationship of the annua! income 
from ‘farm land to the total 
value of the land. I believe that 


our appraisals will be fair and 
generous and I am convinced 


that all impartial observers will 
find them so. 


“In order to arrive at fair 
appraisals- we have consulted at 
length with officials of the Gov- 
ernment of the Ryukyu Islands 
and of the local governments. © 
Our findings are based’on offi- 
cial Ryukyuan statistics concern- 
ing land classification, land pro- 
ductivity, crop prices, farm ex- 
penses, farm labor, and other 
relevant factors. We have Care- 
fully investigated interest rates, 
we have analyzed answers to 
thousands of questionnaires re- 
ceived from Ryukyuan landown- 
ers, and have taken testimony. 
from hundreds of landowners. 
Our representatives hdve gone 
into the fields and harvested 
and measured crops such as 
rice and 
der to assure themselves of the 
facts. Il am convinced that the 
appraisals are eminentty fair. In 
addition, there will be the right- 
of appeal to a new judicial 
commission to be appointed by 
the United States Secretary of: 
Defense. This commission js 
being established in accordance 
with Ryukyuan recommenda-.. 
tions and it will provide an in- 
dependent review of actions 
taken by local military agencies 
relative to land acquisition. 

“As the result of our reap- 
praisals We are prepared to give 
landowners, in lieu of annual- 


rentais, a cash payment @ great 


\y times more than the an- 
nual rent for the full use of 
their property. This cash pay- 
ment will not be for the pur- 
pose of land—as | said, not one 
tsuba® Wii be permanently. ac- 
quireti—but will be. payment 
for full use of the land by the 
United States so long as it may 


many 


be needed. Whenever the need — 
for the. use of the land ceases 
to. exist, the land will be 


promptly. releaged to the owner, 
without any repayment by the : 
owner. Moreover, we shall con- 
tinue to pay annual rentals to 
the owners up to the moment 
we are prepared to offer the 
single large payment which Il 
have ‘described, not 

“In case of land of which the 
United States requires only 
partial use for an _ indefinite 
period and which the owner is 
permittéd to farm, the. United 
States proposes to acquire appro- 
priate easements, for which 
suitable payments will be made, 
For other land the use of which 
is required for relatively short 
periods, annual rentals will con- 
tinue to be paid,. 


“Every landowner may use 
his payment as he wishes. A 
plan is being developed for the 
benefit of those owners who 
Wish to deposit their payments 
or part of them, for such time 
as they desire, in a governmen- 
tal fund for the cooperative use 
of the money in such a way as 
to provide interest, or an an-— 
nual income from the use of 
this capital. These landowners 
will thus have an assured an- 
nual income from their pro 
perty, while at the same time 
preserving their capital intact. 
Further details of this plan, 
which I emphasize will be on a 
purely voluntary basis, will be 
announced later, 

“For those who wish te con- 
tinue farming or to. return to 
farming, the United States Civil: 
Administration of the Ryukyu 
Islands and the Government of 
the Ryukyu Islands are asesist- 
ing in the development of new 
lands. There are considerable 
areas of affable land on Okinawa 
and in Yaeyama Gunto which 
are now not under, cultivation. 
As you Know, the development 
of new lands in Yaeyama Guntoe 
is making. steady progress, and 
Ryukyuan -farmers are making 
new homes for themselves there. 
In Okinawa ‘itself, there are con- 
siderable amounts of arable 
land which are not under culti- - 
vation, The United States Civil 
Administration is prepared to - 


_assi8y in building roads and pub- 


lic facilities which will make it 
profitable to use these lands, 
With the cooperation of the Gov- 
ernment of the Ryukyu Islands 
it will be possible to make this 
additional farm land available 
for resettlement. 


“The foregoing expianation 
outlines in broad terms the prin- 
ciples of a comprehensive, just. 
and practical progra.. for the 
settlement of our land probiems 
here in the Ryukyus. | am con- 
vinced that it provides a gener 
ous anj equitable method for 
satisfving the legitimate hopes 
and rights of all Ryukyuan land- 
owners. I| believe that it will 
promote the economic well-be- 
ing of the individual landowners 
and of the Ryukyuan peonie as 
a whole and that now is the 
time for us to proceed with the 
actual settlement of these Jand 
matters in-a spirit of mutual 
cooperation and trust. I am 
confident that this program will . 
work to the mutual benefit, not 
only of landowners, but of the 
Ryukyuan people in general, as 
well as of the United States, arid” 
should usher in a period of 


‘greater prosperity and increas- . 


ing well-being in the Ryukyu | 
Islands.”
